The Bible In the Public Schools.
TO TUK EDITOR OF TUB ItKKALD.

The Board of Education passed a resolution last Jane,
which went into effect last August, that the Bibl.; should
t>« read at the opening of tho public schools. In opposi¬
tion to this action of the Roard, the Ward school officers in
tfie Fourth,Sixth and Sixteenth wards, have directed that
the exercises of the schools sbill bo conducted as before
the passage of the resolution in question. The Bible has
act l»>> n read in the schools above mentioned, and onse-
qoerty the Beard of Education has withheld the salaries
fr«m the principals of th'-m. *¦

port trade would have been more promising had the rise
here followed, instead of preceding, the advance on the
Mher Bide. The export of cotton is very light, only a few
hundred bales to Continental Europo. The aggregate of
the exports is satisfactory, though the total is still behind
that of 1867.

There is no change in the money market, though the
discount brokers report increased caution In the selection
.f taper. "We hear of a large line of first olae9 endorsed
spring paper going at 6»J per cent. On stocks money is
v«j abundant at 6 per cent. Some of the leading lenders
Slate that they find employment for their means at 6.
